THE GIRL IN WHITE.

MYSBTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF LiZ-
ZIE CLARK TWENTY YEARS AGO.

The Tragedy of s Little Jilinols Tven.
Murder or Suicide—The Ghast That Is
Been by Hunters and Hiver Men—It Ls
Always Arrayed In & White Gown.

Fully 20 yoars have passed since Lis-
rie Clark, an orphan with a heritage,
disappeared from a hotel in Dallas City,
1lls, as completely ns if the sarth bad
swallowed her np. In all that western
country there has nover been a stranger
case than the disappearance of that girl,
and there has never been a greater ghost
mystery than has besn and still is ocoa-
iloned by the evidently disembodied
spirit of the girl

The story of Lizzie Clark has been
sounty history. Bhe was an orphan and
had some property and money. A guard-
inn had been appointed, snd Liezie,
boing ambitions to add to her little
gtore, set about to work in a hotel hard
by the river'sedge. Through the dining
room of this hotel runs the line betweon
Huancook and Henderson counties, so
that oftan n guest reached from Han-
oook info Henderson county when after
butter.” A country swain and his lass,
if scated opposite each othor at this
board, are in different counties. Many
a man wanted for some offenso in Han-
cock county has sat at this table in Hen-
derson county and grinned at the sheriff
of Hanoock county.

It was one afternoon about 20 years
ago thot Lizzie Clark, who bad been
wnshing dishes in the kitchen, stepped
out into the yard of the hotel. Bhe was
seen to leave the kitchen by several
working around the house, who paid no
attention to the girl, but that was the
lust ever seen of her. Those who saw
her step out into the yard heard no
scream, no stified moan, no struggling,
but there are people yet living who be-
lieve that the girl was suddenly scized,
strangled, concealed in the honse until
dark and then cast into the dark river.
Bo that as it wmay, the murderers, if
they remained in the same locality long,
bave been nmply tormentod since.

It is said that the murderers did not
leave the locality for some time thera-
after, and yet, ngain, others say the
girl was never murdered, but drowned
herself, and that her ghost is not ono of
a murdered person's, but one of a sui-
cide. All one can gain from the differ-
ent stories and theories is that the girl
waos dealt with foully in some manner,
and that her ghost still hannts the lo-
cality. Of eourse every effort was made
to ferret ount the mystery. Detectives
buuted high and low, money was spent
to no purpose, and finally the goardian
of the girl's estate turned ber money
and property over to the conuty authori-
ties, in whose hand it remains to this
day because there is no kith or kin to
olaim it.

The girl's ghost was first seen in De-
cember, 1887, when n party of duck
bunters were returning to Dallas City
from the islands. An cxoursion steamer
had becomo disabled late in the season
and was lying on the bank of the island
across the bay. She wasiu arvather bad
fix. It was expected to leave her there
during the winter. As the bunnters
peared the craft a form in white was
seen to run out upon the upper deck, It
was a young girl's figure, and she was
evidently being pursued, for from
across the water came screams, and then
the following words: *‘Leave me alone,
leave me alone, or I will drown my-
self!" With that the specter flung itself
into tha river. There was a splash, and
the cold waters closed over the white
body. Several times during that winter
the ghost of Lizzie Clark was seen ab
night and at early candle light around
the disabled steamer. When the steamer
was taken away the next spring, work-
men and steamboatmen heard pitifol
sereams from tho willows on ghore as
the boat moved away. The spirit did
not leave the island, and it is believed
now that she was buried on the island
after tho murder.

Of Iater yenrs, however, the girl's
ghost hns been seen in a skiff at night,
and it was only a few evenings ago that
one of the St Louis nnd St Paul fast
steamers ran into the spectral thing.
The pilot did not see the ghostly craft
until too late. He says he saw a boat of
white that looked more like floating
flesce than anything else. In the boat
was a young girl in white raiment, but
thers were blood clots on the white
dresa. ‘‘She was rowingswiftly. When
the prow of the steamer struck this frail
craft, it out throogh it like mist. The
ghostly oconpant only langhed o soxt of
uncanny langh—a half scream—and
when we had passed I saw the spectral
eraft daneing on the waves behind, 1
donbt if an ordinary skiff could have
lived in the waves of our steamer, right
under the paddles.’’ Thus spoks the
pilot, and he is a man of few words and
sterling integrity.

“‘Have yon seen Lizzie Clark's boat?"'
is now the question that goes from one
mouth to another duoring the sammer
genson. 'The question is not asked so of-
ten in winter from the fact that the
poor girl's spirit does not seem to roam
so much. Hunters have come into Dal-
las shaking with fright and calling for
a dram to brace their nerves, saying
that while coming down from the is-
lands above on the ioe they had met Liz-
gie Clark walking rapidly toward them.
She always wears that white dress, and
the blood stains on the neclk are plain.
The girl's eyes are always staring wide
open, os if she were being suffocated.
Her spirit has been known to step out
from behind o clump of dead trees at
the head of the island and face passers-
by. She will give them a terrible look
and then scream piteonsly. In an in-
stant more the epirit has disappeared. —
Chicago Times.

VENTILATION FOR EVERYEODY.

The Only Method by Which A1l Kinds of
Cranks Can Ba Sulted.

One of the greatest difficnlties met
with in ventilating public buildings and
railway cars is to settle the gnestion of
how much air shall be admitted or how
often the entire cubic contents of an
apartment shall be renewed. This from
the fact that in the quantity of nir re-
quired individuals vary greatly. To
some thewhole ocean of the atmosphere
is inadoequate, and they do not feel even
comfortable unless a Niagara of air is
pouring over them,

This is the fresh air fiend, male or fe-
male, who opens the car window and
swallows dust and cinders (and makes
others do thesame) for the sake of satis-
fying their craving. Behind sits doubt-
less & person to whom the least breath
of air in motion is » calamity, yet both
of them must make the journey in com-
pany. One has just as much right as
the other to his views of what is desira-
ble to him, and npeither is called upon
to give way to the other. Onesmothers,
and the other feels that he or ghois
about to be blown out of the car.

The only compromise that we ocan
think of that wonld answer and make
ventilation of public rooms » suocess is
to provide an automatio system which
shall be variable in different parta of
the same room. These parts should be
supplied with traps in the floor and
have, say, a six second fan blower be-
neath each trap and be accessible only
to fresh air flends of both sexes.

In the other parts a dead air space,
approaching a vacuum, should be main-
tained, into which a little sulphuret of
hydrogen should be injected periodically
in order to obtain all the phenomena of
bad ventilation for persons of infirm
health who are compelled to travel
Then every one would be satisfed—if
the plan worked!—Engineer.
